7 This bill requires a defendant who has been convicted of a
8 first offense operating=while=intoxicated offense, has
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received a deferred judgment for a first offense

operating=while=intoxicated offense, or whose driver"s license
or nonresident operating privilege has been revoked for the
first time for a failure of a chemical test, to install an

ignition interlock device of a type approved by the

commissioner of public safety on all vehicles owned or
operated by the defendant if the defendant seeks a temporary
license. Current law provides that such defendants who are
not involved iIn an accident resulting in personal injury or
property damage do not have to install ignition interlock

evices.
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
